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Among  the  more  notable  tasks  accomplished  by  our 
forefathers,  none  can  surpass  the  effectiveness  of  the  balcony 
and  steeple  adorning  our  present  town  hall.  Towering  one 
hundred  feet  above  the  highest  point  in  Hampstead,  it  poses 
as  a  monument  to  the  skills,  the  resourcefulness ,  and  the 
architectural  talents  of  those  who  passed  on  so  many  years 
ago. 

Upon  entering  our  town  from  almost  any  direction,  it's 
gleaming  white  structure,  silhouetted  against  a  background 
of  green  or  blue,  presents  a  picture  of  scenic  beauty.  From 
its  balcony,  one  may  enjoy  a  panoramic  view  of  Hampstead 
proper,  with  all  its  splendor  and  tranquility . 

History  relates  that  the  cornerstone  for  our  town  hall 
was  laid  in  1745  and  forty-seven  years  later,  in  1792,  the 
porch  and  steeple,  which  rises  to  a  height  of  one  hundred 
feet  or  more,  were  built  by  Col.  Thomas  Reed  and  Abner 
Rogers,  who  subscribed  for  two  pews  in  the  meeting  house 
in  part  payment  for  their  work.  The  wooden  weather  vane 
was  made  by  Stephen  Colby  of  Haverhill,  Mass.,  while  he 
was  serving  apprenticeship  with  Daniel  Nichols,  the  pioneer 
of  the  Nichols  family  in  the  town.  The  vane  was  replaced  by 
a  new  one  in  1882. 

After  all  these  years,  despite  the  wrath  and  fury  of 
many  storms,  it  stands  erect,  strong  and  defiant,  a  veteran 
of  the  elements,  a  master  of  the  situation  at  hand.  We  hope 
and  trust  that  for  many  years  to  come,  it  will  continue,  from 
its  lofty  perch,  to  serve  as  our  beacon  of  friendship  to 
those  who  may  come  to  visit,  or  choose  to  stay.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Planning  Board  has 
been  conducting  an  intensified  study  of  sanitary  conditions, 
not  only  in  Hampstead,  but  surrounding  localities  as  well, 
and  the  results  of  our  findings  have  been  interesting  and 
in  some  cases  most  alarming. 

It  has  been  reported  that  in  a  certain  section  of  one 
Town  the  soil  is  completely  saturated  from  sewage, 
causing  drinking  water  in  wells  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  One  loan  organization  is  refusing  to  write 
mortgages  in  this  area.  Another  Town  which  is  faced 
with  a  rapid  building  boom,  is  being  forced  to  drain 
sewage  in  open  ditches.  The  source  of  public  drinking 
water  in  a  third  Town  is  presenting  a  grave  problem  to 
authorities  because  of  contamination  from  sewage. 
Parents  are  refusing  to  permit  their  children  to  bathe  in 
one  better  known  nearby  pond  because  of  polution,  and 
another  pond  in  a  neighboring  town  was  closed  for  a 
period  of  time  last  summer  because  of  pollution. 

Knowledge  of  these  facts  should  be  of  interest  to 
everyone  in  Hampstead  because  the  same  thing  can  hap- 
pen here,  and  when  it  does,  it  becomes  the  responsibility 
of  the  Town.  The  remedy  then  is  a  public  sewerage  system 
or  public  drinking  supply,  the  cost  of  either  one  being  pro- 
hibitive. There  are  several  towns  in  New  Hampshire  who 
are  now  supporting  a  heavy  financial  burden  because  mat- 
ters of  this  sort  have  been  carelessly  handled  in  the  past. 

Let  us  examine  conditions  in  our  Town  to  see  how 
we  are  situated  in  this  respect.  The  Town  in  general,  Zone 
"A"  according  to  our  zoning  ordinance,  seems  to  be  safe 
at  present,  because  homes  are  not  crowded,  lots  are  large, 
and  if  a  sanitary  condition  does  arise,  sufficient  land  is 
available  so  that  either  the  well  or  the  sewerage  system 
can  be  relocated.  Zone  "B",  our  summer  colony  area  around 
our  lakes  presents  another  situation  entirely.  Most  of  these 
summer  homes  are  built  on  50  by  100  foot  lots,  each  one 
supporting  a  well  and  a  sewerage  system  on  5,000  square

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feet  or  less  of  land.  Unfortunately,  drainage  in  most  cases 
is  in  the  direction  of  the  ponds.  With  the  type  of  soil  in 
Hampstead  offering  poor  filteration  and  porosity  qualities 
a  situation  may  develop  here  which  will  prove  detrimental 
to  our  town. 

In  order  to  combat  this  hazzard,  we  suggest  that  any 
harmful  sanitary  conditions  in  these  areas  be  reported 
to  the  Selectmen  or  Board  of  Health  immediately  so  that 
corrective  measures  may  be  taken  before  a  major  catas- 
trophy  occurs.  New  construction  or  restoration  projects 
must  comply  to  existing  State  laws  which  specify  that  a 
sewerage  system  and  its  drainage  field  must  be  located  a 
distance  not  less  than  75  feet  from  any  existing  well,  75 
feet  from  any  dwelling  other  than  that  to  which  it  is 
attached  and  75  feet  from  any  State  waters. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Building  and  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance, several  developments  on  Sunset  Lake  have  been 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board.  In  each  case,  the  Board  has 
requested  that  the  developer  lay  out  lots,  sufficient  in  size 
to  provide  safe  sewage  disposal  and  pure  drinking  water 
as  provided  by  State  Law.  These  larger  lots,  naturally 
higher  in  price,  have  attracted  a  desirable  type  of  buyer 
who  is  able  to  erect  a  building  suitable  and  attractive  to 
the  town,  while  at  the  same  time  the  town  is  protected 
against  the  excessive  expenditure  of  funds  in  the  future. 

Note   (see  plats  in  other  section  of  this  report) : 

In  not  too  great  a  time,  our  summer  resident  area  will 
be  completely  occupied  and  the  yearly  revenue  from  tax- 
ation will  reach  its  peak.  It  is  important  that  we  guard 
against  any  form  of  pollution  or  other  undesirable  trait 
which  would  tend  to  induce  a  blighted  area  or  otherwise 
cause  property  values  to  decrease,  which  in  turn  would 
destroy  the  economic  structure  of  our  town. 

Control  of  the  Dam  on  Island  Pond  is  a  matter  of  deep 
concern  with  the  Board  as  well  as  other  Town  Officials.  In 
the  past,  water  was  drawn  off  to  a  point  where  boating 
and  bathing  were  seriously  hampered.  Continuation  of  this 
condition  is  not  healthy  for  the  Town  and  it  is  hoped  that 
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the  combined  efforts  of  all  concerned  may  be  able  to  over- 
come this  problem. 

Many  issues  have  been  brought  before  the  Planning 
Board  for  comment  and  discussion.  Some  of  the  items  in- 
clude the  town  dump;  which  is  a  great  asset  to  the  town  in 
its  management  and  handling,  especially  during  and  after 
"Carol"  and  "Edna";  the  spraying  program  which  the 
town  has  adopted  has  well  proven  itself.  This  past  year 
has  been  one  of  the  worst  years  for  the  Brown  tail  and 
Gypsy  moths.  We  think  that  Hampstead  came  thru  the 
invasion  much  better  than  most  towns  due  to  the  spraying 
program.  Other  towns  looked  like  mid-winter  with  all  of 
the  leaves  gone,  while  we  still  retained  a  somewhat  sum- 
mer appearance. 

Another  matter  that  has  been  brought  before  our  board 
is  aerial  photography.  The  Ltate  has  made  available  to  the 
Town  in  this  area,  a  complete  set  of  aerial  photographs 
showing  all  the  Town  in  detail.  This  would  be  of  great 
advantage  in  so  far  as  helping  in  the  making  of  our  master 
plan  and  also  to  the  selectmen  in  conducting  the  town's 
business. 

Meetings  with  State  Association  in  Concord,  Manchester, 
Laconia,  Rye  and  numerous  other  places  during  the  year 
have  proven  most  beneficial.  At  these  meetings  with  State 
and  Town  representative  various  town  problems  are  dis- 
cussed and  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  number  of  requests 
made  for  copies  of  our  Building  and  Zoning  ordinance  which 
other  towns  plan  to  adopt. 

May  I  thank  the  members  of  the  board  for  their  spirit 
and  cooperation  shown  during  the  past  year  and  the  many 
hours  spent  investigating  and  solving  town  problems. 
Residents  and  tax  payers  of  the  town  are  invited  to  attend 
our  regular  meetings  held  on  the  last  Sunday  of  each  month 
at  the  Hampstead  Fire  Station.

There  is  still  need  for  more  adequate  warning  facilities: 
as  the  Fire  Siren  cannot  always  be  heard  in  either  East 
or  West  Hampstead.  Perhaps  this  could  be  remedied  by 
adding  additional  sirens  in  other  sections  of  the  town  than 
just  the  fire  station.  Such  sirens  would  be  of  constant 
value  to  the  Fire  Department,  also. 

As  Director  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  local 
Defense  Organization  for  their  co-operation;  this  includes 
various  individuals  who  have  served  in  responsible  positions, 
and  organizations  such  as  the  Police  Force,  Fire  Depart- 
ment, etc.  Assignments  given  us  by  the  State  Civil  Defense 
Authority  have  been  carried  out  well  thanks  to  your  good 
co-operation.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  town  of 
Hampstead  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district  on  the  seventh  day  of  March  1955,  at  seven 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.     To  chuose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

Article  2.     To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  4.     To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of 
the  School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  any  other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

Article  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Committees,  or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Article  7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees, 
in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  such  district,  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such 
sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equal- 
ization fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board 
to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 
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Article  9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $700.00  to  replace  a  room  of  class- 
room furniture  in  the  Central  School. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  sum  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  tarring  the  high  school  driveway. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sum  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  hot-topping  around  the  Central 
School. 

Article  12.  To  see  what  sum  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  purchasing  land  to  increase  the 
Central  School  playground  area. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  in  addition  to  the  original  appropriation  for 
1954-55,  a  sum  of  $742.57,  to  be  made  available  to  the  school 
district  prior  to  July  1,  1955  in  order  to  meet  unanticipated 
obligations  caused  by  the  employment  of  an  extra  teacher. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to 
adopt  a  plan  for  extending  to  employees  of  the  school 
district  the  benefits  of  title  II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hampstead: 

This,  my  Fifth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  Hampstead,  deals  briefly  with  the  following  sub- 
jects: Personnel,  School  Buildings,  Census,  Enrollments, 
The  Curriculum  and  Teaching  Aids,  Health  and  Finances 
and  Community  Organizations. 

A  report  of  Natalie  Hopkins,  The  Elementary  Consultant 
is  inclosed  herein. 

Reports  of  the  Principal  David  Greenlaw,  and  of  the 
nurse,  Miss  Gwendolyn  Curtis,  follow  this  report  and  ac- 
count for  many  of  the  more  detailed  activities  of  the  schools. 

PERSONNEL: 

Five  of  the  present  teachers  were  new  to  their  respective 
positions  last  September.  The  greatest  difficluty  in  obtaining 
and  retaining  fully  qualified  teachers  for  the  Hampstead 
children  is  our  relatively  low  salary  offering,  and  in  the 
elementary  school,  the  heavy  work  load  of  large  numbers 
of  children  and  the  double  grades  in  each  classroom. 

To  replace  Miss  Barbarann  Bean  and  Mrs.  Beatrice 
Reynolds  who  accepted  positions  in  Hampton  and  Plaistow 
respectively,  the  School  Board  employed  Mrs.  Catherine 
Rivet  of  Lawrence  for  the  primary  grades  and  Mrs.  Charlotte 
Zimmer  of  Chester,  N.  H.  for  grades  3  and  4.  Mrs.  Rivet  is 
a  graduate  of  Ithaca  College  in  New  York  and  had  experience 
in  Lawrence,  Mass;  Mrs.  Zimmer  attended  Montclair,  New 
Jersey  Normal  School  and  had  taught  in  New  Jersey  and 
Connecticut. 

In  order  that  the  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils  would  have 
one  teacher  a  greater  part  of  the  time  and  therefore  to  de- 
crease departmentalization  with  that  group,  the  School  Board 
employed  William  J.  O'Brien  of  Lawrence,  Mass.  to  teach 
several  7th  and  8th  grade  subjects,  High  School  French 
and  High  School  English  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Mr.  O'Brien 
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is  a  graduate  of  Boston  College  (1941)  and  has  taken  grad- 
uate work  at  several  other  colleges.  He  had  previously  had 
considerable  teaching  experience.  Mr.  Greenlaw  teaches  the 
other  class  of  High  School  English    (grades  9  and  10) . 

In  the  High  School,  Miss  Elizabeth  Rand  of  Chester, 
N.  H.  and  a  1954  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College  who 
had  done  practice  teaching  work  at  Laconia  High  School, 
was  employed  to  teach  home  economics  to  grades  7-12. 

Your  School  Board  has  improved  the  situation  of  high 
enrollments  per  teacher  in  the  elementary  school  to  some 
extent  during  the  current  year  by  employing  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Houston  first  on  a  half  time  basis  to  work  with  some  child- 
ren from  the  primary  and  intermediate  rooms  and  then, 
since  the  Christmas  vacation,  to  work  with  only  the  first 
grade  children  on  a  full  time  basis.  In  order  to  provide 
the  necessary  space  for  this  division  of  grades,  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  were  moved  to  the  High  School  building 
and  the  first  grade  now  occupies  what  has  been  formerly 
used  by  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  This  move  also 
eliminated  the  necessary  travel  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  pupils  back  and  forth  to  the  High  School  for  home 
economics  and  manual  training. 

Miss  Gwendolyn  Curtis  continues  her  excellent  work 
as  School  Nurse  in  the  Hampstead,  Newton,  Atkinson  and 
Plaistow  School  districts. 

To  replace  Mrs.  Dorice  Grillo  as  Music  Supervisor,  the 
school  boards  of  Hampstead,  Newton,  Atkinson  and  Plaistow 
employed  Mr.  Kenneth  Jewett  of  Kingston,  N.H.  Mr.  Jewett 
formerly  directed  the  Fine  Arts  Programs  in  the  Hillsboro 
and  Hopkinton  schools.  He  has  attended  the  New  England 
Conservatory  of  Music,  the  Cambridge  School  of  Art,  Bos- 
ton University  and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

All  Hampstead  teachers  belong  to  their  local,  state  and 
national  professional  teachers  organizations  and  all  of 
them  work  for  the  best  interests  of  the  children  of  Hamp- 
stead. They  are  constantly  attempting  to  improve  their 
knowledge  of  modern  teaching  methods   and  philosophies 
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by  taking  a  visitation  day  each  year  to  some  other  school 
as  allowed  in  the  budget:  attending  conferences,  teachers 
meetings  and  conventions  and  by  reading  current  literature 
pertaining  to  their  work  and  by  attending  special  courses 
when  possible. 

Three  teachers  have  just  completed  courses  in  the 
Improvement  of  Reading  sponsored  by  Keene  Teachers  Col- 
lege in  Salem  while  a  fourth  teacher  is  taking  a  Boston 
University  extension  course  at  Lowell. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  AND  ENROLLMENT: 

Your  School  Board  has  continued  to  maintain  and  im- 
prove the  physical  facilities. 

In  the  High  School  building  new  modern  movable 
furniture  was  purchased  to  replace  the  old  outdated  pupil 
furniture  in  the  Main  Room.  The  floor  in  this  room  was 
sanded,  sealed  and  waxed  to  improve  its  appearance  as  well 
as  to  make  for  more  cleanliness.  The  heating  systems  in 
both  schools  have  received  necessary  attention  to  keep  them 
in  good  operating  condition. 

Roland  Emerson  has  continued  as  the  school  custodian 
satisfactorily  under  the  present  contract  with  Mr.  Gordon 
in  both  buildings. 

Transportation  of  school  children  is  continuing  very 
satisfactorily  under  the  present  contract  with  Mr.  Gordon 
Monroe. 

ENROLLMENT: 

As  is  shown  in  the  census  and  enrollment  tabulations 
following  this  report,  the  total  numbers  of  children  in 
Hampstead  Schools  may  increase  appreciably  in  the  next 
few  years,  so  that  new  construction  may  be  necessary.  In 
the  High  School,  the  January  1955  enrollment  of  39  may 
increase  to  around  60  pupils  within  the  next  three  or  four 
years.  There  was  a  total  of  61  children  in  the  four  age 
groups  (10-13)  in  September  1954.  Of  the  pre-school  child- 
ren, there  were  52  in  the  3  age  groups,  birth  to  3  yrs.  of  age 
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and  there  were  36  children  in  the  "below  1  year"  and  the 
"1  year  age  group"  which  shows  nineteen  and  seventeen 
children  respectively. 

CURRICULUM  AND  TEACHING  AIDS: 

Natalie  Hopkins,  our  Elementary  Consultant  has  clearly 
stated  the  following  comments  in  regard  to  tests,  indi- 
vidualized instruction,  books  and  special  activities:  "The  aim 
of  elementary  schools  today — to  make  sure  that  each  child 
develops  his  capacities  to  the  fullest  degree  so  that  he  will 
develop  into  the  best  possible  citizen  of  tomorrow — is  the 
objective  of  our  teachers  and  is  being  achieved. 

Upon  entering  Central  School,  you  will  find  big,  little, 
fat,  thin,  serious  and  playful  children.  Children  are  not  only 
different  from  each  other  in  appearance  but  they  vary 
greatly  in  mental  ability  and  learning  rate,  in  subjects 
which  attract  their  interest  and  in  the  effort  they  will  put 
forth.  No  single  design  will  fit  every  child  and  neither  will 
one  teaching  program. 

To  help  the  teachers  better  understand  the  children 
and  individualize  their  instruction,  achievement  tests  were 
given  to  all  children,  except  first  graders  in  November. 
Strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the  pupils'  academic  skills 
in  reading,  language,  arithmetic,  science,  spelling,  geography 
and  history  are  shown  in  this  type  test. 

To  further  understand  the  pupil,  mental  maturity  tests 
are  given.  The  results  of  this  test  helps  us  to  determine 
whether  or  not  a  child  is  working  up  to  capacity. 

Once  this  information  has  been  established  a  program 
for  meeting  needs  of  each  child  is  developed.  It  must  be 
understood  that  our  teachers  are  carrying  out  this  program 
well  with  such  heavy  loads  in  the  classroom. 

Next  text  books  are  many  and  varied  this  year.  Greatly 
needed  reading  books  to  supplement  the  basic  readers  are 
finding  their  way  into  the  hands  of  the  children  as  finances 
permit.  This,  however,  does  not  mean  there  are  sufficient 
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number.  It  is  important  to  have  a  variety  of  books  in  order 
to  meet  the  interest  and  reading  levels  of  all  children.  It 
must  be  understood  that  there  may  be  in  one  classroom 
children  who  read  above  or  below  the  actual  grade  place- 
ment from  one  to  five  years. 

We  do  not  have  as  large  classroom  libraries  as  is  desir- 
able but  the  Bookmobile  from  the  State  Library  helps  to 
supplement  our  offerings. 

Varied  activities  such  as  field  trips,  films  and  creative 
activities,  are  carried  on  in  the  classrooms.  These  activities 
are  not  taking  the  place  of  drill  on  the  skill  subjects  but  are 
in  addition  to  drill  °o  that  learning  may  be  more  meaning- 
ful." 

FINANCES: 

The  American  Association  of  School  Administrators 
has  stated  that  "school  support  in  each  community  is  geared 
quite  directly  to  popular  demand  and  usually  will  be  ob- 
tained in  adequate  measure  only  when  the  public  has  had 
a  legitimate  share  in  formulating  the  program,  determining 
its  cost,  and  planning  the  way  to  finance  it.  If  the  public 
is  given  the  facts,  there  is  little  reason  to  fear  any  lack 
of  support  for  good  schools,  financially  or  otherwise.  But 
it  is  the  people's  choice:  they  alone  will  decide." 

Present  indications  of  possible  action  by  the  1955  State 
Legislature  point  toward  the  probability  of  increased  state 
financial  assistance  for  Hampstead  in  the  future. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board, 
the  faculty,  the  Hampstead  Parent-Teachers  Association, 
the  Hampstead  Civic  Club  and  all  others  who  have  helped 
make  our  work  enjoyable  and  effective.

The  annual  report  for  Hampstead  High  School  follows:

The  enrollment  has  dropped  this  year  due  to  the 
graduation  of  fourteen  in  the  Class  of  1954,  the  small  number 
of  seven  in  grade  9  this  year,  the  transfer  of  seven  students 
to  other  schools  because  of  their  families  moving,  and  three 
students  dropping  out  of  school  during  this  school  year. 

Six  of  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1954  are  continuing 
their  education  at  post  secondary  school  institutions  while 
the  remaining  eight  are  gainfully  employed. 

Courses  of  study  are  being  offered  in  the  following 
curricular:  Classical,  General,  Home  Economics,  and  Com- 
mercial. 

Educational  movies  have  been  shown  to  the  students 
in  assemblies  and  in  classes.  The  Hampstead  P.  T.  A.  pre- 
sented the  schools  with  a  film  strip  projector  and  screen 
for  classroom  use. 

Exrta-curricular  activities  have  included  socials,  the 
annual  senior  play,  basketball,  baseball,  and  the  Commence- 
ment program. 

Much  effort  is  expended  in  planning  and  raising  money 
for  the  senior  class  trip.  This  is  a  very  worthwhile  experi- 
ence for  the  students.  Last  year  the  class  was  away  for  six 
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days   and   saw   the    outstanding   sights   in   New   York   and 
Washington. 

Our  basketball  team  qualified  for  the  Class  C  State 
Tournament  and  was  defeated  by  Charlestown,  the  number 
one  seeded  team. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  in- 
terest and  cooperation  demonstrated  by  the  faculty,  super- 
intendent of  schools,  school  board  and  citizens  of  Hamp- 
stead  in  working  for  the  welfare  of  the  youth  of  this  com- 
munity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  Mr.  Jonathan  A.  Osgood,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  in  the  past  the  School  Health  Program  has  con- 
sisted of  Medical  Examinations  by  Dr.  Moore  and  notices 
of  defects  found  sent  to  parents.  A  successful  "follow  up" 
program  has  been  carried  out,  through  parents  and  the 
school  health  program.  Every  child  has  received  a  complete 
hearing  and  visual  test  with  the  same  cooperative  "follow 
up"  work  carried  out  with  the  parents  and  the  school 
nurse-teacher. 

The  Health  Program  consists  of  yearly  screening  of 
eyes,  ears,  cursory  examinations  after  each  vacation  period, 
color  perception  tests,  home  visits,  audio-visual  programs, 
pre-school  clinics,  pre-school  registrations  and  conferences, 
health  talks  to  the  students  on  such  subjects  as  teeth, 
posture,  nutrition,  etc.  by  the  nurse.  This  year  the  Bollmer 
Patch  Test  for  T.  B.  is  to  be  done  in  grades  5-12,  with  the 
N.  H.  State  T.  B.  nurse,  Miss  Martin,  R.  N. 

We  wish  to  thank  local  organizations  through  their 
interest  and  cooperation  who  have  contributed  transpor- 
tation and/or  financial  assistance  to  our  program. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  all  those  who  helped  me 
this  past  year  to  make  it  a  success  and  to  express  my  ap- 
preciation.
